Lee Grant may have talked 
too soon. 


She appeared on the Johnny 
Carson «how Wednesday night 
as scheduled some time before 
and revealed that she and her 
show, “Fay,” had been can­ 
celled that afternoon. 


She complained strongly that 
she was a victim of the net­ 
works’ “family hour” concept, 
adding she considered it a form 
of censorsliip. She also intimat­ 
ed that only a week earlier she 
had been told by a network 
executive that her show would 
be moved soon out of the family 
hour to a later time period. 


Thursday, 
Robert 
Howard, 
NBC network 
president, 
an­ 
nounced that “Fay” and “The 
Montefuscos” both would go off 
the air, probably with the Oct. 
23 telecast. He said the an­ 
nouncement came partially be­ 
cause of Miss Grant’s state­ 
ments Wednesday on the “To­ 
night” show. 


Whether it would have paid 
the star to keep quiet is doubt­ 
ful. Neither “The Montefuscos” 
nor “Fay” have done at all well 
in the ratings, finishing bad 
thirds in their time slots just 
about every week. 


It’s moot, of course, whether 
a move to another time would 
have been of any benefit to the 
show, which somehow didn’t 
seem to jell, despite the strong 
support it drew from the critics, 
particularly those with a strong 
leaning toward the woman’s 
liberation movement.
